The telegram from Dr. irdNXEs, 
M. r. for Ne-<v Westminster, which 
we publish tliis morning, is very grati- 
fying. "It convoys ft positive assuranco 
from tlfej)tta:w'a' Government that rail- 
vaY ^WW b will be commeiiccd in Brit- 
ish'i^Mm^ia this .season. No intima- 
tion is conveyed as to tlio particular 
route that vill bo adopted; whether 
tho (^ARXAUvoy terms will bo adhered 
to or;iiew terms .^yill be arranged; wlie- 
ther'^ork on the Island line will bo 
proceeded with or dfelayed, or whether 
it will bo abandoned. The information 
is necessarily limited. It is improba- 
ble that tho Govcrnniont have them- 
selves made up their minds on these 
(to 'BritiKh Columbia) important de- 
tails. They may he safely left with 
tho Ottawa Government. TIio .simple, 
bald nnnouucement t!i'»t tho good faith 
of the Government, is pledged to begin 
. the railway in British Columbia" this 
season is sufficient to quicken every 
man'B'pulso aud'brcatlie new life and 
enerey iiito every intere.it in tho Pro- 
vince. The great stumbling block to 
active operations wa.s removed when 
the round-robin of the Columbia mem- 
bers was presented on the 12th ultimo. 
Tho moment r.ectioual and private dif- 
foronpes wore sunk in an earnest eflfort 
to promote construction the course be- 
fore the Govemmetnt became ca.sy. We 
are.riot amongst those who anticipate a 
large expenditure for tho present, but 
wo look for great benefits to flow from 
the actual conimencomout of the line 
eomeivhere within the Province at an 
carly*(kte. If, to secure that desired 
end, tho Cahxauvox Terms must be 
.sacriCccd we .shall say, "let them 
wlidp." If tliey can bo mnintuinud, so 
much the beltei-. But whatever tho 
policy icay be — so long as it shall in- 
sure early.,con;imencement — the country 
must and will accept it. 



'THE CITY SURVEY. 



Our esteemed contemporary con- 
tinue to confound the .survey of tho 
city.) and «tbb dofinition of tho street 
lines with a boundary survey — that is, 
a survey that would define the city 
boundaiies. The two things are as 
diflerent in scope and bearing as the 
poles^are apart. A survey that would 
define the boundaries of lots and pre- 
vent property-holders from building on 
each other's property would bo a pub- 
lic blessing. A survey to determine 
the city boundaries would be an absurd- 
ity at this time. Every day, nearly, 
perplexing questions arise as to street 
lines. Several important buildings 
and a number of boundary fences are 
known to encroach on public thorough- 
fares, and it is notorious th'at many 
buildings cncro.ach on adjoining lots. 
We can call to mind an expensive suit 
to recover three inches of ground upon 
which a citizen had erected part of the 
brick wall 'of his'Uouse; and when the 
range of brick, stores on Government 
street opposite the PostofSce wei e put 
up.^art of the wall of a building on the 
next lot had to be removed because 
the lines had not previously been prop- 
erly doUned. Had that been done the 
expensive proceeding would not have 
been necessary. While property-holders 
raja,up„Blight, temporary structures a 
fodV'OP twOj either way mattered little; 
bui; now tha^ substantial and permanent 
buildingCare being erected it becomes 
of the utmost importance that no mis- 
takes should be made. Hence the ac- 
tion of the City Council, which is de- 
Bofving of all praise. 

THE SUEZ CAiYAL. 



Tho Suez canal has proved a highly 
profitable concern to tiiose who went 
in at just the riglit time. The -100,000 
shares of stook^qf-a par value of 500 
francs or $T0O,' which"onc8 'sold down 
to 100 francs each, are now quoted at 
over 700. The British Government 
bought 17G,C02 shares in 1875, wliich 
arc now wortli iyS, 000,000 more than 
when BocoxsFiELD took them., Most 
ofathe remainder: of the stock is owned 
in France and by a large number of 
people. There are no locks in the ca- 
nal, and the expanse of operating it is 
small and growing smaller, while tlie 
revenue increased from 5,000,000 
francs in 1870 to over 30,000,000 in 
1877. Lesseps, who baa managed the 
enterprise from the start, thinks that 
the canal across the isthmus of Panama, 
must bo constructed without locks to 
yield any proQt. 

THE ADMINISTRATION OF 
i^V-JUSTIOE. 

The Leader of the Government in- 
formed';th'e*Ho«se yesterday that the 
Bill passed last .so.saion to make further 
provision for tho adniiniatration of jus- 
tice hadjbecn allowed at Ottawa. Tho 
measure, it will bo remembered, pro- 
vides for the appointment of two addi- 
tional judges .of the Supreme Court. It 
also provides that from and after tiieir 
appointment the "County Court Ordi- 
nance, 1867," and the amending Act of 
1869, shall apply to all parts of tho 
Province and that every County C'o\irt 
shall be presided over by a judge of the 
Siaprcme Court. Not loss than three 
of the Judges will be required to re- 
side on the Mainland and all appeals 
from decisions given in the County 
GoiJrt will bo heard bv at least two

Editor Coloxist. — Allow me to 
offer a few remarks in connection with 
this subject. As a subscriber to the 
abovo Institute I heartily endorse the 
sentiments of "iMechanic" in his letter 
in last Sunday's issue, !uid I assure 
the gentlemen comprising tho com- 
mittee of management that w'o are .- not 
the only subscribers who coincide in 
this matter; nor are we unsupported 
in our opinions by non-subscribers. I 
could olTor several very pertinent reasons 
why this Institute is not on a self-sup- 
porting basis; but not being desirous 
of placing myself ^ in '.the , position of 
dictator, I must decliiio to enumerate 
them. Ho\4'ever, I consider a sug- 
gestion in regard to members' fees 
would not be out of placo at present. 
Tho monthly rate of subscription is 
far too high to allow a gr^at many 
persons to become membei's. This 
item alone is sufficient in itself not 
only to render an Institute (however 
laudable its object) non-solf-supporting, 
but to tend to bring about dises- 
tablishment. Far be it from mo to 
foreshadow so undcsirablo a result to 
our Institute I merely submit these 
remarks for discussion in order that 
some more satisfactoiy system may be 
devised to meet tho oxigcneies of busi- 
ness depression. The ]);uicity of mem- 
bers of our library is iiKiiuly owing to 
the inability or unwillingness of indi- 
viduals to subscribe one.- dollar per 
month for literary recreation. The 
directors would do well to take 
cognizance of this matter and take into 
consideration the advisability of reduc- 
ing tlie rate of subscription to fifty 
cents per month. Tho result of this 
policy, would, I have every reason to 
believe, bo tho means of a material in- 
crease in tho rate of membership, and 
it would recuperate tho depleted fin- 
ances of the Institute. In conclusion, 
1 would call attention to the fact that 
tho Mechanics Institutes in New 
Westminster, Nanaimo and in San 
Francisco receive only fifty cents per 
month subscription from their mem- 
bers.

Ho would 
state that his reason for ollbring this mo- 
tion was because three holidays would 
occur during tho present week and ono on 
Monday next. Ho hoped when tho 
House mot again information with respect 
to the railway policy of the QoTomnicnt 
at Ottawa would have been recoived. Ho 
felt sure that no hon. member would wish 
to return to hia constituency without hav- 
ing first obtained somo definite informa- 
tion as to this important question. - 

Mr. Mara alluded to the great incon- 
venience members from the interior dis- 
ttiotf .had been put to by tho unusual 
lengtK'of tho session. He would like to 
know from the Premier whether ^ho Gov- 
ernment had taken any steps to impress 
upon tho Ottawa Governmont tho import- 
ance of communicating thoir railway policy 
as soon as possible? Had tho Govern- 
ment informed tho authorities at Ottawa 
that the House hero had been kept in 
session from day to day, at great incon- 
venionco to hon. mombora, awaiting the 
announcement of tho railway policy I 

Hon. Mr. Walkoiu replied that lie had 
already sent EevcraL.iclegrania to Ottawa, 
the replies to which were similar in sub- 
stance to what he had already stated, viz. , 
that the Ottawa Governmont had been bo 
completely immersed in the tariff ques- 
tion that thoy had not yet been in a posi- 
tion to announce thoir railway policy. 

Mr. Mara asked tho leader of the Gov- 
ernment if he was not nwaro tho tarifi" 
question had already been disposed of] 
Had ho any assurance that the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment would next proceed to deal with 
tho railway question? Was .it not possible 
that, having disposed of tho tariff ques- 
tion, they would caku the inaolveiicy laws 
under thoir consideration? 

The Attorney-General said that tho 
Governmont had boon engrossed in the 
consideration of two (questions — tho tariff 
and the quustion relative to tho Governor 
of Quoboo. 

Mr. Wilson said that ho hoped tho 
Qovornment would not go into insolvency 
immediately after dealing witli tho tarifi" 
question. . 

Mr Mara said if the remark was in- 
tended for a joko it was veiy much out of 
place and without point.

Mr. Wilson would sugge.it fhat tho 
Ril) be amended sn th.at .all mnnioipali- 
tics might have the power of imposing a 
S5 road- tax. He .woul|l like abo to catch 
tho houBeho^deT8-^iima«ir]io^et«4ituatcd 
like tho Provincial Secretary and tho Pro-" 
mior. 

Mr. Drummond, rather than sua tho 
Bill pass in its present form, would move 
to give it a six months' hoist. Ho did 
not desire to see tho Bill killed, but tho 
unjust provisions it contained left him no 
alternative. He would quote from the 
Consolidated Statutes of 1877. He always 
gave his authority and in this respect was 
not like somo hon. members who made 
quotations but did not give tho author's 
namo. . > ^ : 

Mr. Wilson — What is the author's name

Mr. Drummond — Finis; you will find 
it at tho end of tho book. (Laughter, and

Mr. Drummond, continuing, said ho had 
just heard that an amendment was about 
to bo ofl'ered. Ho would withdraw hi.s 
six months' hoist. (Hear.) 

Mr. Evans said that ho desired to amend 
tho Bill, but as it was n,ot yet printed it 
was impossible to do so. It was unfair 
to ask members to pass tho Bill a third 
time witliout copies before them. 

Hun. Mr. Humphreys hoped Mr. 
Speaker would not allow tho Bill to bo 
read a third- time until it had boon placed 
before tho Houso in its amended form. 

Mr. Ash asked if there w.as anything 
before the Houso. 

Mr. Speaker — There will be in a minute 
or two. (Laughter and hear.) 

Mr. Ash would ask leave to introduce u 
Bill to amend tho Modical Ordinance,

Discussion on tho Municipality Bill was 
dropped and Mr. Ash's Bill was road a 
first time. 

IIKVKNUK IIII.L. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon moved tho rucnmniit- 
tal of this Bill to introduce an amend- 
ment providing that a time register shall 
bo kept in the department to which it be- 
longs instead of all the registers being 
kept and signed in tho Treasiiry Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Ash said that it was a very unne- 
cessary piece of humiliation to .ask offi- 
cials to attend the Finance Minister's 
oflico to sign a register four or five times 
a day. 

Hon. IVIr. Beavon said the practice was 
followed at Somoraet Houso. 

Mr. Asli did not suppose tlio Finance 
Minister had ever lioon to Somerset 
Houso. (Laughter.) He was suro such 
jjetty regulations as those inaugurated by 
the present Government wore driving all 
tho bestdnon out of tho Civil Service. 
The feelings of officials should' bo consi- 
dered. 

Mr. Williams said that ono would think 
officials was running the machine. (Dr. 
Ash — So thoy do.) Well, ho would take 
caro if he was head of a department to lot 
them know who was a-running it. Ho'd 
let them know they were not ~tho bosses 
as they had been under Elliott's Govern-' 
ment. (Laughter.) 

After furtlior discussion tho amend- 
ment wa.'i inserted and tliu Bill was re- 
ported and read a third time. 

FBES OF SUEIllFFS BILL. 

This bill, authorizing tho sliorifl' to col- 
lect fees pertaining to his office which 
have recently been collected by the Gov- 
ernment, was comniittod, Mr. McGillivray 
in the chair. 

Mr. Walkom said ho wisliod to sec tho 
office of sheriff a paying one. A clause 
added to tho bill imposes a fine of 8100 
on tho shorift' if he shall charge more fees 
than he is ontitled to by law. 

Tho bill was reported coraplote with 
amendment and was thou read a third 
time and passed. 

UCENCES AMEN'.n.ME.NT BILL. 

Mr. Beavon would movo to amend sub- 
section 2 so as to read, "by every person 
engaged in peddling or hawking any fish, 
game or vegetables," Tho clause so 
amended would roach tho Ohinose who 
are vegetable peddlers. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl thought tho amended 
clause would not bo an improvement; 
rmendod as proposed by Mr. Beavon it 
would interfere with the farmers. 

Mr. Helgoson .agreed in opinion with 
Mr. Mcllmoyl. Farmers had a right to 
peddle thoir beef, and mutton if they 
pleased. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 
Subsections 9 and 11 wore struck 
out. 

The report was adopted and the bill 
ordered to be printed.

This bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

CEMETERY ACT, 1879, (No. 33.) 

Mr. Walkem said ho recommended 
slight improvomonts in several clauses to 
make them more intalligible,_'and to com- 
pel the making of proper fences- and to 
provide their being kept in good order. 

Bill committed, Mr. E, Brown in the 
chair. 

Mr.. Walkem moved that the amend- 
ments be taken as read. 

Mr. Ash moved that tho words "of 
Christians" bo struck out. 

Mr. Walkem — Section 31 is tho work 
we are are now considuring. 

Mr. Smitlie — Tho point made by the 
member for Cariboo was a potent one. 
The dififorent Christian denominations 
will insist on having burial places of thoir 
own, but under this bill thoy aro denied 
the right. 

Mr. Evans' motion was carried and tho 
words "of Christians" struck out. 

The bill was then reported cumploto 
with amendments and the report was

TuL" report that the steamer Victoria 
had been taken off' tho Nanaimo ruute to 
receive repairs at San Francisco was in- 
correct, or at least somewhat premature.

EUROPE. 

London, April G. — The steamship 
Kangaroo, with part of tho cable to be 
laid between Natal and Aden, will 
leave to-morrow for Natal via the 
Suez Canal. Tho Natal and Zanzibar 
section will be open for business in 
July. This will place South Africa 
witliin one week's communication of 
London. Tiie remainder of the Une 
will be completed before tlie end of the 
present year. 

EoiiE, April C. — Cardinal Nina, 
pajial secretary of state, has received 
an important dispatch from Bismarck, 
The difEcultiea preventing an under- 
standing with Germany aro probably 
ended. 

London, April 6. — A correspondent 
at Berlin says that the Russian police 
have arrested ono Bnitkwitcb, a Polish 
Lithnanian, who is supposed to bo tho 
person who shot at the Chief of Police 
at Drentelm. The latter has received 
more threatening letters. He has prof- 
fered his resignation to the Czar who 
declined to accept it. 



AFRICA. 
Cape Town, March, 18. — Oham, 
Cettewayo'a brother, with his eldest 
son and 300 warriors, surrendered un- 
conditionally on the 2nd of March and 
are now in Col. Woods' camp. Gham 
is sup|)0sed to bo nn aspirant to Cette- 
wayo's throne. There has been no im- 
portant military movement against th^ 
Zulus. Ekowe is still surrounded, tho 
road loading thereto being defended by 
a large force of Zulus. Colonel Law 
is still on tho lower Tugela river. 
His force consists of three companies 
each of the 30th and 88th regiments 
and a portion of the naval brigade of 
the iron-clad Shah. The 57th regiment 
has landed at Durban from Ceylon 
and is now marching to join Colonel 
Law. 

Tho latest intelligence from Ekowe 
is that Cettewayo is organizing a large 
army at the royal kraal. The Slst 
Highlanders arrived at Durban on the 

16th of March, a battlalion of the 
60th rifles at Cape Town on the 15tb 
of March, and a battery of artillery 
at Simon's Bay on tho 17tli of March. 
Sir Bartle Frere has gone to Pretoria. 
Two forts on tho border of chief fio- ^ 
coconi'a country have been evacuated by 
the British. 

Cape Town, April 6. — Oham sur- 
rendered in Swazieland on March 4th. 
It was first falsely rpported that his 
overtures for a surrender were a ruso 
to cover his retreat to Swazieland. 
Oham expressed a conviction that 
Cettewayo will wait further action of 
the British before moving in any way. 
The Boadicea has landed 20O sailors at 
Port Natal.
